Four (4) Guinea Pigs {Cavia porcellus) of the approved forty (40) Guinea Pigs used in 
this study were retrospectively reclassified from Column D to Column E by the 
Laboratory Animal Care and Use Committee following an unanticipated adverse drug 
reaction. The four guinea pigs were injected with one of the four antidepressant 
compounds being tested. All four guinea pigs injected with this compound became quite 
ill and were humanely euthanized. Necropsy findings indicated a sterile fibrinous 
peritonitis in all cases, presumably drug related. Previous use of the same compound in 
other rodents was reportedly uneventful and the reactions in this case were likely 
species and drug specific. Further use of the specific antidepressant compound was 
discontinued by the investigator due to the adverse reactions. 

The study involved the injection of 4 different antidepressant compounds followed by 
behavioral testing methodologies. Pain and distress related to the compound use was 
not anticipated and the use of analgesic or tranquilizing compounds would have altered 
the behavioral testing. Following the adverse reactions, the use of the compounds was 
immediately discontinued.
